The President notified Eggling of his 
purpose to take a rest, and directed 
that all visitors be excluded until fur- 
ther orders. Mr. Eggling and his ns- 
slftAnta carried out their instructions, 
and Mr. Davis serenely enjoyed his rest. 

One night at alKiut ten o'clock there 
was it strong pull at the front door bell. 
Mr. Eggling answered the call, and on 
opening the door found standing out- 
side a venerable gentleman who gnvo 
his name nnd said ho wished to sco the 
President on business of great Import- 
ance. Mr. Eggling informed him that 
the President had retired, and could not 
possibly be seen until next morning. 

"Hut, BUT dear sir," said tho caller, 
who gave (lis name us Mr. A., "it will 
be too late then. I wish to try to save 
the lives of two German deserters from 
the other side who are condemned to 
be shot at sunrise as spies."

Utica, N. Y., Feb. 12.— Ex-Gov. 
Seymour died at 10 o'clock to-night 
at the residence of his sister, Mrs.! 
lloscoo Conkling. Ho began to fail ] 
perceptibly at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. Shortly afterward, he rallied 
a little, but soon relapsed int£ total 
unconsciousness. During his illness, 
he experienced little if any physical 
suffering, and to-day ho was wholly 
without pain. Mrs. Seymour, who 
is very ill, sat with her husband dur- 
ing the afternoon. Most of tho lime 
tho ex-Governor rested peacefully, 
and his condition could only be dis- 
tinguished from natural sleep by the 
a«hen pallor of his oouutenanoe and 
his labored breathing. 

At 8:30 ho was sinking rapidly; 
his pulse could scarcely bo counted, 
and the respiration was moro and 
more difficult, lie expired without 
a struggle, and as peacefully as if 
railing asleep. 

Tbe beginning of Gov. Seymour's 
physical ailments dated from a sun- 
stroke which befell him in the sum- 
mer of 1S7G, while he was at work on 
the roads of bis town as Patbniasler, 
an office which he was wont to say ho 
had asked for. The immediate cause 
of bis death was cerebral etfusion, the 
usual process of death in old age. 
As yet no arrangements have been 
made for the funeral. 

lloralio Seymour was born in 
Onondaga county, N. Y., May 31, 
1810, and was tborefore nearly 70 
years old at tho time of his death. 
When he was 9 years of »gc. his pa- 
rents removed to Utica. Ho was 
educated at the academics of Oxford 
and Geneva, N. Y., and Partridge's 
military school, Middletown, Conn., 
studied law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1832. The death of his father 
devolved upon him flic settlement of 
a large estate, and withdrew him 
from flic practice of his profession. 
From 1833 to 1839 he served on the 
military stair of £ov. Marcy. In 
1841 be was elected to the State As- 
sembly as a Democrat, was re-elected 
three times, and in 184") was chosen 
Speaker. In 1850 he was nominated 
for Governor, and was defeated by 
Washington Hunt, flic Whig candi- 
date, by a plurality of 262 votes; but 
in 1852 be was elected Governor over 
the same competitor by a plurality 
of 23,596 votes. He was renominated 
in 1854. The prohibition question 
entered largely into the canvass, 
which was further complicated by 
the Know-nothing issue and the anti- 
slavery agitation growing out of the 
repeal of the Missouri compromise 
There were four candidates, and 
Myron II. Cltrk, Whig and Prohibi- 
tionist, was elected by a plurality of 
309 votes over Gov. Seymour. In 
1802 Mr. Seymour was again elected 
Governor over Gen. Wadsworthby a 
majority of 10,752 votes. During his 
term Gov. Seymour commissioned 
more than 13,000 ofllccrs in tho vol- 
unteer service of the United States. 
In August, 1804, he presided over Ihe 
Democratic National Convention at 
Chicago, which nominated Gen. Mc- 
CleMan for the Presidency. He also 
presided over tho convention of 1808, 
held iu New York. The leading 
candidates for tho nomination were 
George II. Pendleton, Andrew John- 
son, Thos. A. Hendricks and Gen 
Hancock. Gov. Seymour had posi 
lively declined to permit the use of 
bis name as a candidate ; but on the 
twenly-second ballot the Ohio dele 
gation cast their united vote for him 
Wisconsin seconded the nomination 
and the convention went wild with 
snthuaiaam. Amid the cheers which 
followed, overy State changed its 
vote to Seymour, who was declared 
the unanimous choice of tbe conven- 
tion against his protests. 

Gen. Francis P. Blair, Jr., was 
nominated for Vice President. At 
the election Seymour and Illair re- 
ceived 2,703,000 votes, against 3,013,- 
188 votes for Graut and Colfax. Since 
that time he has persistently refused 
to take any aclive part in politics, 
although his counsel Iisb been con- 
stantly sought and given as to the 
all'airs of his party. His last years 
have been passed on an extensive and 
well-cultivated farm near Utica. He 
was President of tho National Dairy- 
man's Association, and also of tho 
Prison Association of tho United 
Stales. 




Three leaders of the Democratic 
party in Presidential conllicts have 
passed away this year, McClellan 
who led tho forlorn hope in 1804, 
Hancock who was beaten by Garfield 
iu 1880 and Seymour who ran against 
Grant in 1808 have all died within 
tho last few weeks. Besides those 
Grata Brown who was on tho ticket 
with Greeley in 1872 has also died 
while Hendricks, who was elected 
Vice-President in 1S70 and 1881, pass- 
ed away last fall. 

Senator Holes, of Glasgow, a mem- 
ber of tho State Senate, is figuring as 
the hero iu a salacious scandal at 
Frankfort, according to the Louis- 
ville Post and Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The woman iu the case is said to be 
a mulatto prostitute of Frankfort. 
Senator Boles has entered a vigorous 
denial and says if the facts alleged 
can be proven by an investigation 
that he will resign his seat in the 
Senate. Ho isono of tho oldest men 
iu the Senate and has a wife and 
several children.

Frankfurt, Feb. 11.— The Com- 
mittee on Courts of Justice of the 
Senate and tho Committee on Circuit 
Courts of Ihe House held a joint ses- 
sion last evening, and, after a con- 
ference, decided to redlttrlct the 
State into judicial districts. There 
arc now twenty-six courts in the 
Slate, including Circuit, Common 
Pleas, Criminal and Chancery courts. 
It is proposed that all the statutory 
courts bo repealed, except in Jeffer- 
son county, and tho igjinbcr of Cir- 
cuit Courts increased to thirty-two. 
With this number there will bo at 
least three terms of Circuit Court 
held In each county per year. Iu 
ountics where more terms arc necd- 
id they will be provided for. In this 
way justice will bo administered 
spcedly, and there will be a great 
saving to the State by keeping the 
dockets clear anil the jails empty. 

It is probable tbatacauctisof Dem- 
ocratic members will be called next 
week, 60 as to commit the party in 
favor of or against vodistricting. 
Well-informed lawyers throughout 
the State arc decidedly favorable to 
abolishing the statutory courts and 
increasing tbe number of Circuit 
Courts. It is believed that caucus 
action bv members of the Assembly 
will decide to rcdistrict the State. 
Mr. Straus, who is Chairman of tho 
Circuit Courts Committee in the 
House, tells mo that the 
desires caucus action before they pro. 
icod iu the preparation of their bill 



WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb. 8, 1880. 
To the South Kf.ntiickian : 

Last week Washington was buried 
in one of the heaviest snow storms 
that has prevailed here for ten years. 
I It was a regular northwest blizzard 
with a north polo temperature. The 
storm began at 3 o'clock Wednesday 
morning and the 6now fell continu- 
ously from that time till noon of 
Thursday, Travel was stopped for a 
lime. Tbe government always is put 
to considerable expense in clearing 
the pavements in front of its buildings 
from snow. Previous to this storm it 
had paid out $500 for that kind of 
work, and it is offlciully slated that 
the balance of $1,000 for that purpose 
was not sufficient to clear away Ihe 
last snow, and that Congress will 
have to be called on to make a defici- 
ency appropriation. Assistant Sec- 
retary Smith, of tho Treasury, was 
equal to the emergency and ordered 
out about forty clerks to shovel snow 
from in front of the Treasury build- 
ing. Tho young men detailed for 
this duly were highly offended but 
obeyed ortlers. So many young 
men wearing such line clothes and 
sporting gold chains and seal rings 
were never before found grouped to- 
gether handling the shovel. These 
young men are borne upon the rolls 
as laborers, but iu fact are clerks and 
perform strictly clerical duties. The 
Assistant Secretary, however, issued 
bis orders that all able bodied labor- 
ers on tbe roll should be assigned to 
this duty, and the young men had to 
obey. The probability is that they 
will never again be called on to per- 
form the same duties. The moral of 
all of it is that no man should sail 
under false colors. 

The gaietes ot the city have been 
suspended this week out of respect to 
the memory of Mrs. Bayard. All In 
vitations to the numerous receptions 
arranged for were recalled, aud even 
informal calling so customary in offi- 
cial life was dispensed with. The 
President has issued invitations for 
the reception to Ihe Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court for the 
coming week in place oftboso issued 
for tbe past week and recalled. Sec- 
retary Bayard shows in a very mark- 
ed degree the deep grief occasioned 
by his recent family bereavements. 
There is no truth however iu the ru- 
mor that he contemplates resigning 
the portfolio of Slate aud making a 
voyage to Europe to assuage Ills grief. 
It is believed by his friends that the 
cares of his official duties will more 
than anything else tend to divert his 
thoughts from tho loss of bis beloved 
wife and favorite daughter. 

Tho electoral bill and Dakota have 
been the two subjects principally dis- 
cussed iu the Senate this week. 
After the many imperfections iu the 
electoral bill had been brought out 
by tbe debate, it was referred back 
to the committee for further amend- 
ments. Dakota had many strong 
speeches made in her behalf. Sena 
tor Harrison led the Hepublicans iu 
the contest, and Senator Vest the 
Democrats. The bill passed by 
strict parly vote with the exception 
of Senator Voorhecs who voted witli 
the Hepublicans for its admission. 

Senator Ingalls is the recognized 
leaded of the Republicans in the Sen 
ate iu all running debates. He is 
very sarcastic and has the faculty of 
stating his points briefly and clearly 
and of making excellent "bits" when 
ever he speaks, lie never lets an op 
portunily pass to strike a blow at his 
enemy, and so when on Thursday 
the bill for establishing the office of 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy was 
under discussion, he attacked Ihe ad- 
ministration for its course iu the 
Dolphin matter, and lauded John 
Uoach aud his great American ship 
building enterprise, as he termed it, 
to the skies. Ingalls is of short stat- 
ute and spare built with a very erect 
carriage and quick movements. His 
hair is short and well sptinkelcd with 
gray and carefully parted near tho 
middle and Slickly brushed. He 
wears a neat lining suit of dork ma- 
terial with a cut-away which exposes 
to view a modest gold chain from 
which dangles a seal charm. His 
name appears so frequently in Con- 
gressional proceedings that this de- 
scription of him may prove not unin- 
teresting. 

All the mechanics here are combiu 
ing to have eight hours established as 
a day's work, and there is no doubt 
but that such will bo tho rule the 
coming spring. Clerks in stores arc 
also organizing to liavo a reduction 
in the hours of labor, and Congress 
will probably take some action in re- 
gard to street car driversaud conduc- 
tors being required to work 14 hours 
a day. A few days ago tho Chair- 
man of the House Committee on La 
bor interviewed the President rcla- 
tivo to statements made that tbe spir- 
it of the eight-hour law was ignored 
in the Government departments. The 
President said he believed the law 
was a sound and good one, and should 
be enforced to the loiter. Ho also, in 
the same interview, expressed him- 
self as opposed to foreign speculators 
acquiring bucIi large tracts" of our 
public land, and as iu favor of afford- 
ing the laboring classes of this coun- 
try every opportunity to acquire title 
to the government lauds. 

In Ihe Senate Mr. Blair, from the 
Committee on Woman Suffrage, has 
reported favorably a joint resolution 
providing for a constitutional amend- 
ment extending the right of suffrage 
to women. Tho resolution has taken 
its place on tho calendar. It is un- 
derstood that Senator Cockrell will 
prepare and present a minority re- 
port. 

The necessary for a fire-proof struc- 
ture to be known as the record build- 
ings, and to contain tho valuable rec- 
-.[•;" ords of the government, has boon pre- 
' senled to Congress every session for 
some years past, but no action has 



been taken by that body. One day 
last week afire broke out in an in- 
flammable structure rented by the 
Government and used by a part of 
the Surgeon General's office. On the 
first lloor were more than a thousand 
immeiise books containing valuable 
hospital records of the late war, and 
which are referred to every day In 
settlement of pension claims.^ These 
books were in imminent danger of 
complete destruction, and doubtless 
would have been lost had they not 
in anticipation of a fire been kept on 
wheeled trucks so as to be quickly 
removed. Probably Congress will 
realize tho necessity lor a fire-proof 
record ball when it will bo too late 
lo replace the loss sustained

THE JEZREELITES. 

Ceremonies of » Strange Society of Re- 
ligious Crank.. 

A writer in the Chathamand Rochester 
Observer, England, describing the se- 
cret rites of "the Jczrcolites," or the 
members of "the l{ew und Lnttut 
House of Israel"— a strange religious 
sect which has gathered at New 
Bronipton, Kent— says that among tho 
ceremonies carried on with closed 
doors, and to which only the initiated 
are admitted, is that of "washing tho 
feet of the salute"— a duty which is 
performed by the women. A sword 
and a bunch of koys, representing Pe- 
ter's keys, are introduced into the ser- 
vico as mystic symbols, the Scriptures 
aro interpreted in the light of tlio 
"Flying Koll," and hymns are sung of 
a lewd character. The terms of mem- 
bership aro based on strictly commer- 
cial principles. A candidate for ad- 
mission into tho faith must undergo a 
probationary conrso of six months. 
At the expiration of this period 
he is required to write out a full 
account of his or her past life, omitting 
nothing. Thus having passed the "sec- 
ond sword," the tenth part of his 
worldly income is to be given to the 
"common fund," and should he possess 
a pension or property tbe same is to bo 
yielded to "the Church." Insubordi- 
nation on the part of the members is a 
punishable offense. The adult mem- 
bers are chastened in various ways. In 
one instanco an aged couple, for a 
month or more, were placed upon u 
diet consisting of biscuits and unleav- 
ened bread (six ounces for two) and 
water for breakfast; boiled pens or 
beans or dough dumpling and mitito 
for dinner, no milk, sak or pepper be- 
ing allowed. Another and perhaps 
milder form of punishment is being 
denied tho privilege of eating at the 
same table with "tlio Messenger of the 
Lord," or Queen Esther. The juvenile 
offenders are attired in rod coats, with 
the letter P written on their backs as a 
symbol of punishment

A Bad Wreck.

The moat disastrous wreck ma 
has cvor occurred on this division 
the L. Sc N. road took place Saturday 
morning about 4 o'clock. The thir 
section of No. 57, a south bouni 
freight train, was thrown from the 
track by tho spreading of the rails 
and tho ongino and oloven cars thrown 
down tho embankments of a deep fill 
Tho ongino was turned over on its 
sido in a ditch 20 feet deep with the 
fireman in it. Strange to say he was 
not hurt, and crawled out of tho win 
dow after it landed. Tho engineer 
escaped by jumping out as it foil and 
jumped Into a pool of water just 
ahead of the wreck and was only 
■slightly bruised. Conductor Floyd 
and Iho brakesmen also escaped an 
hurt by jumping off. It Is almost 
miraculous that no lives were lost, as 
tho train was running at a fair rate of 
speed. The cat-8 wcro loaded with 
coal and were piled up on each side 
and the wreck was almost total. 
Nolhlug but the irou was worth tak- 
ing out of the sma8h.up. Even the 
rails were bent and twisted and the 
ties broken into pieces. 5,000 bushels 
of coal was dumped into tho water 
and mud on cither side. Tho dem- 
agog will probably exceed $10,000. A 
force of hands was put to work and 
tho running of trains was resumed 
lato Saturday afternoon. Tlio work 
of removing tlio debrla wag carried 
IB all day Sunday and mncli of it 
ill bo abaudonod aa worthless, 
Guards havo been watching the coal 
which has been sold at a hoavy logg 
to tho railroad company. Tho wreck 
waa only about a milo aotith of tho 
city and hundreds of peoplo of both 
sexes walked out to the scene Sunday 
aftornoou to sec it.

Edison's New Arrangement for 
Sending and Receiving Tele- 
graph Messages on Rapid- 
ly Moving Trains.

New York, Feb. 2.— A party of 
sonic flfiy gentlemen, including cap- 
italists, electricians and journalists, 
started at 10 a. m. yesterday from 
Clifion, Staten Island, for Fotten- 
vllle, liflccu miles, lo witness the 
practical working of Edison's latest 
and most wonderful invention, viz : 
the sending and receiving of tele- 
graphic messages by railway trains 
while in motion. This is called tele- 
graphing by induction, or telegraph- 
ing by induced currents through the 
atmosphere. During tho run of the 
train between the points mentioned a 
large number of messages wore sent 
aud received. Messages written by 
tho gentlemen of the parly addressed 
to themselves wcro left at Clifton go- 
ing at full speed. The apparatus 
consists of an ordinary Morse key, a 
phonetic receiver, an electric magnet 
and a battery. No special or extra 
wire is used running between or 
near tho rails, but tho messages jump 
through the air between the tin roof 
of the cars and the ordinary wires 
strung along by the side of the rail- 
way, a distance of from twenty-live 
to 400 feet. The farthest distance 
traversed yesterday without a wire 
was some forty to fifty feet. The 
metallic roofs of the cars were con- 
nected together by wires, which 
communicated with a Morse tele- 
phone instrument placed in one of 
tho cars. An operator sat in front 
of the instrument, and, though the 
noise of tho train rendered the ticks 
Indistinct, he read them easily by 
means of a telephoue, and wrote out 
the messages as they were delivered. 
To a non-expert newspaper man it 
seemed mysterious to send a mes- 
sage up to the roof of the car on a 
short wire and have it jump thence 
to the distant wire, selecting the 
right wire, as it did yesterday from 
twonty-four different ones. Mr. Ed 
isou was on board, the subject of 
many congratulations. He said that 
another train coming behind us, 
equipped with a similar apparatus 
could pick the message off the wire 
Ou the return trip from Tottenville : 
ho scut the lollowing to a leading 
daily : "We are now sending and re- 
ceiving messages ou a moving train 
on Staten Island. Tuos. Edison." 

Just before the train reached Clif- 
ton a message was received by Hen- 
l y Soligman from his brother, Jos- 
ph Scligman, the Wall street bank- 
er, giving the latest quotations of 
Pacific Mail aud Lake Shore. An- 
other gentleman received the follow- 
ing message: "If I were a fugitive 
from justice this invention would 
interfere with my arrangements." 

Gen. John Cochrane, who was one 
of i lie party, sent a message from the 
moving train to his city residence, as 
follows: "God made man upright, 
but lie hath sought out many inven- 
tions." 

The experiment was a complete 
success, messages being constantly 
received and sent by all ou board 
without hitch or interruption. 

General Cochrane said : "To cap- 
ture fugitives, to prevent accidents 
and to enable all travelers to com 
municate with their friends this 
system will be indispensable." 

Mr. Edison said that all tho trains 
on every road would henceforth be 
in constant communication with 
each other, and collisions will be 
known no more. It is understood 
that experiments will be made by 
Edison between vessels next summer, 
testing the adaptability of tho sys 
tern lo marine travel. Mr. Edison 
thinks he can telegraph nearly three 
miles by employing merely tho water

My Dear Sir:— Under no circum- 
stances would I give any money for 
the spread of what I believe to be su 
perslition. 

The colored people ought to have 
too much manhood to worship the 
od of the Bible. Jehovah upheld 
slavery, and such a God is not enti 
tied to the respect of honest men. The 
olored people ought not to adopt the 
eligion of their oppressors. I hope 
the time will como when the colored 
>eople will hold in utter contempt all 
looks and creeds that allowed one 
ace to steal tho labor of another, 
Do not, I pray you, teacli your peo- 
lcto worship a monster. Teach them, 
above all things, to love liberty, to 
practice justice, and tell their honest 
thoughts. Teach them that the Bi 
ble was written by barbarians, and 
that the dogma of eternal punishment 
is a brutal lie, 



The L. & N. It. It., lias determined 
to change its gauge Mav 31st, and all 
the others in the South will follow 
Buit tho next day. An Atlanta die 
patch says: "Four feet nine inches 
were adopted as tbo gauge. A com 
iniltec was appointed to communicate 
with the leading railways of tho four 
feet eight and a half inch gauge, and 
four feet nine inch gauge, to agree o 
a wheel gauge suitable to both. O 
the day before the change the spikes 
will be driven the entire length 
the roads, and material cars will 
first run over the changed gauge 
There will be four men to the mil 
and the length of the road changed 
will be 12,000. The cost is estimated 
at *750,000." 



Ho Class of Warkera Eiempt from 
lata Panporlsro. 

A gentleman who is connected with 
a charitable organization that con- 
tributed to the relief of about nine 
thousand distressed people in this city 
during the past year, when speaking of 
tlie liability of different grades of work- 
ing persons to come to want, said: 

"My experience shows that no class 
it exempt from absolute pauperism, 
but it is very plain that some trades 
furnish better livelihoods than others, 
»nd that any trade is better than no 
trade, unless it is the trade of scam- 
itrcBB for a woman. Thus we wore 
sailed on to relieve 549 laborers and 
jnly 65 carpentors, 79 Mongshorcmon 
and 7 plumbers, and that shows, too, 
the difference between trades. Among 
builders we notice a striking pecu- 
liarity. Relief was givon to 86 paint- 
ers and 26 masons and bricklayers, 
while only 6 hod carriers were found 
to be in need. I think this is duo to 
tbe solid front presented by the 
Hod Carriers' Union. Among the 
metal workers we relieved 12 brass 
fitters, 7 boiler makors, 23 blacksmiths, 
26 machinists, IS molders and 15 tin 
smiths. I was somewhat astonished 
to find that 21 engineers' were needy. 
They were men trained to care for sta- 
tionary engines in nearly all cases. 
Horsemen seem to be as well off as 
most wage-workers. We relieved 19 
eoachmon, 63 drivers and 23 truck tlriv 
era. The clerks and salesmen relieved 
numborcd 105, but the saleswomen 
numbered only S. Against this smaH 
numbor wo have to place 389 seam- 
stresses and 656 washers and scrubbers. 
There are 34 nurses on our lists also. 
The servants of the city, considering 
their number, are not badly off. We 
relieved 49 cooks, 64 waiters and 35 
other servants. Among other trades 
we supplied the wants of 41 printers 
1 press-feeder, 2 shoe cutters, 1 trapeze 
performer, 67 tailors, 1 undertaker, 3 
watchmakers, 1 rope maker, 5 millin- 
ers, 4 paper hangers, 18 seamen and 3 
photographers. The professions wcro 
not exempt, for we had 5 physicians, 1 
organist, 5 clergymen, 13 teachers, 4 
lawyers, 4 artists and 1 editor. There 
are no paupers among the reporters,
